It was this last act 
that “broke” the case. Somebody 
saw 
the boys hiding 
the candy 
and peanuts and called the police. 
Lane said one boy was involv 
cd in all the thefts. 
Another was 
involved 
in the ransacking 
of 
most of the automobiles and a 
third was involved with the first 
boy in stealing from Clarence Ald- 
ridges candy and peanut truck.

chief added that all the boys 
involved were around 13 years old 
and that since they had been in 
no trouble with the police before,

This apparently backed six north 
era Democratic senators who re­ 
cently called for the party to draw 
up and announce a legislative pro­ 
gram in advance of President Eis­ 
enhower’s state-of-the-union 
pro­ 
posals. 
Johnson is against this. 
He has 
said Democrats should make their 
record by passing bills, not an­ 
nouncing their goals in advance. 
Democratic National Chairman 
Paul M. Butler said he hopes to 
announce membership of the ad­ 
visory committee this week.

indicated it might contain such 
prominent Democrats as Adlai E. 
Stevenson, former President Tru­

Cars and trucks are among the 
few products still subject to taxa­ 
tion at the record high Korean

Hie manufacturers complained 
to a House Ways and Means sub­ 
committee that the automotive tax 
la "discriminatory.” 
They noted 
that the heavy taxes imposed dur­ 
ing the Korean War on mink coats, 
jewelry, cosmetics and other items 
have ainee been scaled down. 
The views of the Automobile 
Manufacturers’ Assn. were outlined 
by Robert E. Bryar, Studebaker- 
Packard Corp. official in testimony

the aubcommittee, 
which is studying proposals for re­ 
vamping excise taxes. 
Excise taxes are levies imposed 
en the manufacture, sale or con­ 
sumption of products in this coun­ 
try. Regardless of from whom they 
are collected, they generally are 
pasted on to consumers. 
Bryar said that on new automo­ 
biles retailing for about $2,000, 
move than $900 of the purchase 
price consists of tax.

U. S. Accuses 
Russia of Creating 
Mid-Bast Tensions 


WASHINGTON HI —The United 
States accused Russia today of 
creating tensions in the Middle 
East by sending arms into the 
area. 
The charge was made by State 
Department proas officer Lincoln 
White. 
He said Russia has sent "sub­ 
stantial shipments" of weapons in­ 
to Syria in recent months, some of 
them after hostilities brought on 
by the invasion of Egypt. 
The United States, he said, takes 
the view that the Soviet move is 
doing nothing toward relaxing ten­ 
sion in the Middle East. On the 
contrary, he said, "it is adding to 
these tensions in the area.”

LET S GET ILL THE FACTS

The routing of Highway 13 is important so let's get all the facts possible before we rush our City Council 
into a hasty decision either way on this. 


% 


Our Mayor and Commissioners want to look after the best interest of Harrisburg as a whole. Let's give 
them a chance to get all the facts before we insist on them making a decision on this. Answers to the 
questions below will help us all see more clearly what is best for Harrisburg. 


HOW WIDE WILL IT BE THROUGH TOWN? 


The state wants 4 lanes for moving traffic plus a divider west of Jackson and east of Cherry so it must 
require 48 ft. from curb to curb uptown and 52 ft. west of Jackson and east of Cherry. Poplar Street is now 
40 ft. wide by the Harrisburg National Bank, and 41 ft. wide in front of the Harrisburg Funeral Home, and 
36 ft. 6 In. wide in front of the Methodist Church. So the curbs must be pushed back from 4 ft. to 5Va ft. on 
each side of Poplar Street. How can this be done and keep the sidewalks wide enough and far enough away 
from moving traffic lanes to be safe? 


WHERE WOULD IT BY-PASS? 


We understand it by-passes the business section of Marion and that the right of way has been purchased 
from Marion straight through to Jordan's Dead Man Curve. We also know that it connects up to the new 
bridge at Shawneetown. Knowing that we are on a straight line between these 2 points we can't see how the 
by-pass could help but pass through or near Harrisburg. Every effort should be made to find out as much as 
possible where it will go through if it doesn’t go through Poplar. 


WILL THE AMOUNT OF TRAFFIC ON THIS HIGHWAY INCREASE? 


We understand that Route 13 has been chosen as a feeder for the Super Highway running from Cairo 
through Marion on to Chicago. We need to know for sure if this is true and what effect the state Survey 
Indicates it will have on traffic. 


CAN WE HAVE AN ALTERNATE CITY ROUTE? 


Many towns have an alternate city route so that trucks and through traffic don’t have to come through 
congested town traffic. Would this be a good idea for Harrisburg?

WHICH WAY HAS WORKED OUT BEST FOR OTHER TOWNS? 


Herrin, Mattoon, Danville, and many other towns have encountered this same problem. Wouldn't it be 
a good idea to get a consensus of opinions from businesses in these towns of how it has worked out. The 
Chamber of Commerce might have comprehensive information on this problem. 


SHALL WE MAKE THE SAME PROPOSAL TO BRING HIGHWAY 34 DOWN MAIN 
STREET THE SAME WAY? 


The State and Federal Highway Program is very big so perhaps we can make the same proposal to the 
State to use Main Street the same way for Route 34. If it is good for one street, would it not be good for 
another? 


ALL REAL ESTATE VALUES CAN BE AFFECTED 


The general economic situation in a town greatly affects the value of everyone’s real estate so It behooves 
us all to do what is best for the town’s economy condition. 


HARRISBURG'S ECONOMIC CONDITION CAN BE AFFECTED 


Since Harrisburg has so little industry employment provided by retail stores is a big factor in the employ, 
ment and economic situation. A great part of our retail trade is from farmers and people from towns In our 
trading area such as Ridgway, Shawneetown, Cave-In-Rock, Elizabethtown, Rosiclare, Golconda, Stonefort, 
Carrier Mills, Harco, Galatia, Raleigh, Eldorado, and Norris City. We have to compete vigorously for their 
trade. We must offer them conveniences if we are to hold their trade and convenient parking Is of the utmost 
importance. The parking problem has been getting more critical for years and is now so bad that on busy 
days the customers are parking on Poplar Street to the Granger Street intersection and then walking back to 
town to shop. To partly relieve this situation our Mayor and City Council very wisely leased 2 parking lots 
recently. They will have space for about 34 cars each and will provide for 8 hour parking—much of this space 
will be taken by people working uptown; they have to park somewhere. 
We will soon lose 20 parking spaces 
uptown due to having to go to parallel parking on the South and Meat sides of the Square. It figures approxi­ 
mately 160 parking places which will be lost from the railroad on East Poplar to Granger Street on Uest 
Poplar, if the highway goes through Poplar as proposed. Allowing an hour average for each car parked, this 
figures 1280 cars which can be parked during an 8 hour shopping day.' Can we afford to lose this much cus­ 
tomer parking space? The State Highway Department Survey shows a 50% increase in cars during the next 
20 years. 


WHICH WAY WOULD BE MORE LIKELY TO CAUSE A SHOPPING CENTER? 


The lack of uptown parking space is generally credited with causing shopping center growth. 


The possibility of a shopping center growing on the segment of the highway which by-passes Harrisburg 
has occurred to some; but of course there will be plenty of highway for one to develop on whether the High- 


way goes through Poplar Street or not. 


Trading area traffic might atop and shop but through traffic ia very unlikely to do so. lf we must maka 
a choice between parking apace, and traffic we need to have the traffic analysed. What percent la trading 
area traffic and what percent traffic and parking problem.. Danville, Illinois, hired ouch a firm. I’erhapa 


that’s what we should do. 


The Mayer and the City Council have invited William McCloud, State Highway Engineer for this district, 
to a public meeting at which answers to many of the above questions will be available. We think this is 
a very wise action and advise all who are interested to attend this meeting.
